SECOND CHARGE AGAINST MANY 


District Attorney Claims Perjury Waa 
Committed In Giving Evidence 
te Grand Jury.

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DANIELS ON WORK OF NAVY 


Secretary's Annual Report Relates at 
Length the Fine Record of Our 
Sea Forces. 


Washington.—The annual report of 
Secretary of the Navy Dantels, is a 
long and chatty relation of the effic- 
jent work of the sea forces of the 
United States during the great war 
and since the signing of the armis- 


tice. Much space is devoted to tha 
recuru made by the navy in trans- 
porting 'rvops to and from Europe, 


and full credit is given it for its ex- 
cellent work in ac.ual warfare and in 
cleaning up tho great mine field 
which it had laid in the North sea. 

As for demobilization, Mr. Daniels 
believes this is being accomplished 
“without the sacrifice of national 
spirit, unity or force.’ 

The story of naval aviation is long 
and Interesting, but contains little 
that is not already a matter of com- 
mon knowledge. Like Secretary of 
War Baker, Mr. Daniels is opposed to 
the creation of a separate air ser 
vice. 

Here is what the report says of a 
matter that has aroused considerable 
public anxiety: 

“The attraction of higher pay in the 
merchaut marine has caused the navy 
to lose many men, many petty officers, 
and not a few warrant and commis- 
stoned officers, This has made it im- 
possible to fully man all the ships. 
This loss has been greater than num- 
bers indicate, because those who have 
left the navy were experienced and 
qualified, while the recruits now en 
sting muat be trained before they 
are fitted for the more important du. 
ties. The high wages paid to ma- 
chinists, electricians and other skilled 
men iu private industries has pre. 
vented the navy's securing new men 
in the ratings most needed. It Is to 
be hoped congress will increase the 
compensation early so that many of 
these men will have a suitable induce 
ment to re-enter the nuval service.” 


FARMERS ROSE TO EMERGENCY 


What They Did to Win the War and 
Save World From Starvation 
Told By Houston, 


Washington.—In his annual report, 
Secretary of Agriculture Houston telis 
in a brief way how the farmers of 
American helped to win the war and 
are saving the world from starvation 
by marvelously increased production 
of foodstuffs He says the wheat 
crop for 1919 is estimated at a mil- 
lion bushels over that of 1918 and 
that of corm 300,000,000 bushels over 
the last year’s, In meat production, 
also,-the record figure of last year will 
be exceeded, and the same {ag prob. 
ably true of milk, eggs and poultry. 
Crop yields per acre, says Mr. Hous. 
ton, show ean upward tendency, due 
largely to better methods and better 
machinery. 

Among other recommendations 
made by the secretary are; The build. 
ing up of a system of personal credit 
unions; expansion of existing facil- 
ities and activities for aiding farmers 
in marketing; continuation of present

The 
bureau of unimal industry, which is 
Sponsoring the nation-wide “better 
Sires, better stock” campaign, calls at- 
tention to a series of diagrams issued 
in Wisconsin which show the prog- 
tess of breeding native cows for five 
generations with purebred bulls, com- 
pared with five generatious of breed- 
ing with grade threefourths full- 
blood bulls, ; 

After five or, in fact, any number 
of generations of such breeding, the 
ealves are still less than three-quar- 
ters full blood, while if only purebred 
bulls are used, three-quarter bloods 
are produced fn the second generation, 
and the calyés of the fifth generation 
are thirty-one thirty-seconds full 
blood. The characteristics of the 
breed rapidly become fixed tn a stock 
in which only purebred sires are used, 


‘ while after any number of generations 


of breeding to three-quarter-blood 
sires the characteristics of scrub, stock 
still frequently appear. A three-quar- 
ter-blood bull {s much more likely to 
transmit unfortunate characteristics 
which are not visible in himself than

Novel “Drive” Inaugurated for 
provement of Farms, Both in 
Value and Appearance.

With a view to effecting a practical 
improvement in the value and the ap- 
pearance of the farms, a five-day 
“buy-a-fence” campaigo was recently, 
conducted throughout the rural dis- 
tricts of Mississippi. This novel 
“drive was joined in by local repre 
sentatives of the United States de. 
partment of agriculture and the state 
agricultural college, and other om 
ganizations and agencies, Blaborate 
plans for promoting the campaign 
were worked out in advance, tnclud- 
ing the organization in each county of 
committees whose duty it was to 
spread the gospel of better fences, 
The big saving to forage crops result- 
ing from better fences was polnted 
out, likewise the labor saved in car. 
ing for live stock to prevent overfeed- 
ing. An appeal was also made for 
fields and homesteads that appear 
well cared for, 

Good as were the immediate results 
of the campaign, It ts believed that 
the permanent benefits will be equally 
large, in that it concentrated attention 
on the fence question and ts expected 
to promote greater interest in this im: 
portant feature of farm improve 
ments,

There Httle Clement Clarke Moore 
was born on July 15, 1789. It was 
one of his neighbors, a red-cheeked 
Dutch farmer's son, who first told the 
Nttle boy the story of Saint Nicholas, 
whose nainme the Dutch children had 
shortened to Santa Claus. 

So the Ifttle boy, who had no broth- 
ers and sisters to play with, watched 
for Santa Claus every Christmas eve. 
He did not lose faith even when he 
went to Columbia, und in 1822, when 
he was married and living in the old 
home with {ts wide fireplaces, he 
wrote the poem for his own boys and 
girls.

At first Dr. Moore was not pleased, 
for he thought the poem was not very 
good company for his Greek and He 
brew dictionary. He was professor of 
oriental languages In a theological 
seminary. He lived to see the poem 
translated into all the !angunages of 
the world.

\ i y Whereas, by act of Congrei 
if , Je 4 proved March 8, 1919, the fourteenth 
a ; Ne : decennial census of the United States 
is to be taken beginning on the second 
day of January, 1920; and 
Whereas, a correct enumeration of 
the population every ten years is re- 
quired by the constitution of the Unit- 
ed States for the purpose of determ- 
ining the representation of several 
States in the house of representatives; 


as ap- 


Whereas, it is of the utmost import- 
ance to the interests of all the people 
of the United States that this census 
should be a complete and accurate 
report of the population and resources 


Now, therefore, 1, Woodrow Wilson, 
president of the United States of 
America, do hereby declare and make 
known that, under the law aforesaid, 
it is the duty of every person to ans- 
wer all questions on the census sched- 
ules applying to him and the family 
- to which he belongs, and to the farm 
occupied by him or his family, and 
that any person refusing to do so is 
subiect to penalty. 

The sole purpose of the census is to 
secure general statistical information 
regarding the population and resourc- 
es of the country and replies are re- 
quired from individuals only to permit 
the compilation of such general atetis- 
tics. No person can be harmed in any 
way by furnishing the information re- 
quired. The census has nothing to do 
with taxation, with military or jury 
service, with the computsion of echoo!l 
attendance, with the regulation of 
immigration or the enforcement of 
any national, state or local law or or- 
There need be no fear that 
any disclosure will be made regarding 
any individual person or his affeira. 
For the due protection of the rights 
and interests of the persons furnish- 
ing information every employee of 
the census bureau is prohibited, under 
from disclosing any 
information which may thus come to 


I therefore earnestly urge upon all 
persons to answer promptly, complete- 
ly and aceurately all inquiries address- 
ed to them by the enumerators or 
other employees of the census bureau 
and thereby to contribute their share 
toward making this great and necess- 
ary public undertaking a success.
